Teach Your Children The 
Safety Rules of Swimming 




Methods of teaching water safety to youngsters are 
given as a courtesy to the readers of this newspaper. 

Parents who are willing to give a little time and at¬ 
tention to the simple proce- - 

dures which are given here will los« 
can help young children g.

This is the assurance of taught 
Dr. Paul Herbert Gerrish, one sid 
Ph.D. who has specialized in slightly 
teaching swimming and 
water safety to youngsters 
for over 30 years. The 
mother of one of his 2 year 
old pupils wrote recently, 
saying how grateful she was 
that her little boy is alive 
today because of the lessons 
he gave him. 

“Her young child fell in 
their family pool while 
everyone else was celebrat¬ 
ing a party inside their 
home,” Dr. Gerrish said. 

"When the mother missed 
the boy, she went outside 
and found him climbing out 
of the deep end of their pool 
with his shoes and clothes 
on. Ho had saved- his own 
life by doing what he had 
been taught to do.” 

Every home pool is a po¬ 
tential hazard for those who 
cannot take care of them¬ 
selves in the water. Hun¬ 
dreds of lives arc lost each 
year due to ignorance or 
carelessness in observing 
the simple rules of water 
safety. Parents must help to 
stop this needless loss of 
life. 

Dr. Gerrish outlines his 
method to help parents and 
owners of the 4000 Los An¬ 
geles county home pools to 
teach water safety to their 
children. 

1. Simply start with get¬ 
ting the face wet — have the 
child blow bubbles in a pan 
of water, wash bowl, or 
bath tub — give him a light 
spray shower often. In your 
swimming pool have him lie 
face down with his hands on 
the top step — teach him to 
blow bubbles with his head 
under water, holding his 
nose, then not holding his 
nose. 

2. Teach him to hold his 
breath outside the water 
with his mouth closed for 5 
to 10 seconds. Then have 
him put his face in the 
water and hold his breath 5 
to 10 seconds. 

3. Teach him to open his 
eyes under water — by 
counting your fingers under 
water or by picking up 
pennies on the bottom of the 
bath tub. 

4. Now teach him to 
stretch float face down In 
the water with his hands on 
the top step of your swim¬ 
ming pool. He will discover 
that his body and legs float 
to the top of the water. 

Count again for 5 to 10 
seconds. 

5. Next hold him in a 
stretch prone float position 
and glide him slowly to the 
top step from 3 to 4 feet out. 

H e will now discover his 
whole body floats easily. 

6 . Now teach him to kick 
his feet with small up and 
down beats with alternate 
legs or both together. Tell 
him to think of saying good¬ 
bye with his feet. 

7. Next start his arms 
pulling alternately or both 
together under the water — 
pushing the water back to¬ 
wards his feet — HE IS 
NOW SWIMMING. Have him 
swim towards the steps first 
— then after he has mas¬ 
tered this — have him swim 
away from the steps towards 
you — face under water, and 
swimming with a slow re¬ 
laxed arm action. Do not 
under any circumstances 
move back from your start-
